The building was so constructed~*hat 
there was no entrance to the cellar 
from the outside, and the streams or 
water could not be successfully playefl 
where the fire was burning most fierce- 
ly. The cellar windows in. the front

case called was that of the United States against Harry T. Hoover. Judge A. 


I C. Thompson asked the district attorney to make his statement. The defaauV 
lant was in the court room anc! was told to stand up. Hoover got up from His 
chair, and looking pale and wan, faceJ. the judge. The district attorney the^n 
said: "You know this indictment charges H. J. Hoover with making false 
'entries in the books of the Peoples Kational bank 
There were twelve en- 


tries, three counts to each entry, malting 36 counts in all. Bach entry 
charges the defendant with making t»e false entries to defraud the bank as- 
sociation. The second to deceive tho officers of the association, 
and 
tho 


third to deceive any agent appointed to examine the affairs 
of the bank. 


These defaults were found on tlie ceitificates of the deposit ledger, Hoorer 
having been assistant cashier of the Peoples National bank at this time. His 
'method v.as to issue certificates of deposit for certain amounts and mark 
'on the certificate of the deposit ledger that they had been paid." 


The Court asked Hoover if he had anything to sav. He replied: 
"Your Honor, I have very little to say, other than that I am guilty *f 


the violation of the Federal statutes. I can only hope in the judgment of 
|the court that I will be given an opportunity to prove to my friends ahd fam- 
ily that their confidence in me has not been misplaced." 


The man's voice was well modulated, without a tremor. He stood with 


his hands folded in front of him. while his attornev, F. M. Black, stood di- 
rectly behind him to his left. He was dressed in a style peculiarly his own, 
a well fitting suit and one of the test appearing men in the court room. No 
ione present would have thought, looking o\or those present, that Hoover 
'stood a confessed criminal awaiting the sentence of an outraged* law.

As soon as he had finished speal.Ing he stood a few moments erect His 


black eyes were fixed upon Judge Thompson, who in the meantime was look- 
ing over a book, presumably a copv of the statutes. Hoover in a few mo- 
ments, either from fatigue or overcome by the 
tremendous nervous shock, 


stepped back a pace or two. placed his right haud on a table and leaned heav- 
ily upon it, aever taking his eyes from Judge Thompson, when he announced 
•.he sentence. 
Judge Thompson without further ado. then said: 


"It is not necessary that I say anything further to vou. You fully ap- 


preciate your situation and nothing that I could say could bring you to it bet- 
ter realization either now or hereafter. 
The decision of the court is that 


you will be confined in the Ohio State penitentiary for a period 
of five 


years." 


Hoover was then taken in chargeby the ITnited States marshal and sows 


after removed in a carriage from the federal building to the Ohio State peni- 
tei tiary. his w-ife and MIPS Lillian Rhoads preceding him to say the final 
farewell to him before the sentence was begun.

PRESIDENTS MESSAGE 


Recomendations To Fifty Eighth Congress-Canal Treaty Submited Ratification 


of Convention With Panama Advocated—The President's Message 


Is Given In Full Below. 


To the Senate and House of Represent- 


atives: 
The country is to be congratulated 


on the amount of substantial achieve- 
ment which has marked the past year 
both as regards our foreign and as re- 
gards our domestic policy. 


With a nation, as with a man, the 


moat important things are those of the 
household, and therefore the country 
IB especially to be congratulated on 
what has been accomplished in the di- 
rection of providing for the exercise of 
supervision over the great corporations 
and combinations of corporations en- 
gaged in interstate commerce. 
The 


congress has created the department 
of commerce and labor, including the 
bureau of corporations, -with for the 
•rat time authority to secure proper 
publicity of such proceedings of these 
great corporations as the public has the 
right to know. It has provided for the 
expediting of suits for the enforcement 
of the federal antitrust law, and by 
another law it has secured equal treat- 
ment to all producers in the transporta- 
tion of their goods, thus taking a long 
stride forward in making effective the 
•work of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. 
Department of Commerce and Labor. 


The establishment of the department 


of commerce and labor, with the bu- 
reau of corporations thereunder, marks 
a real advance in the direction of doing 
an that is possible for the solution of 
the questions vitally affecting capital- 
ists and wageworkers. The act creat- 
ing the department was approved on 
Feb. 14, 1903, and two days later the 
bead of the department was nominated 
and confirmed by the senate. 
Since 


then the work of organization has been 
probed as rapidly as the initial appro- 
priations permitted and with due re- 
gard1, to thoroughness and the broad 
purposes which the department is de- 
signed to serve. After the transfer of 
tbe various bureaus and branches to 
the department at the beginning of tbe 
current fiscal year, as provided for in 
the act, the personnel comprised 1,289 


-^employees -int Washington and, 8.836. in 


fne-country at large. The scope of the 
department's duty and authority em- 
braces the commercial and industrial 
Interests of the nation, it is not de- 
signed to restrict or control the fullest 
Mfoerty of legitimate business action, 
but to secure exact and authentic infor- 
mation which will aid the executive in 
enforcing existing laws and which will 
enable the congress to enact additional 
legislation, If any should be found nec- 
essary, in order to prevent the few from 
obtaining privileges at the expense of 
diminished opportunities for the many. 


The preliminary work of the bureau 


of corporations in the department has 
'shown the wisdom of its creation. Pub- 
licity in corporate affairs will, tend to 
do away with ignorance and will afford 
facts upon which intelligent action may 
be taken. Systematic, intelligent inves- 
tigation is already developing facts the 
knowledge of which is essential to a 
right understanding of the needs and 
duties of the business world. Tbe cor- 
poration which is honestly and fairly 
organized, whose managers in the con- 
duct of its business recognize their ob- 
ligation to deal squarely with their 
stockholders, their competitors and the 
public, has nothing to fear from such 
supervision. The purpose of this bu- 
reau is not to embarrass or assail legiti- 
mate business, but to aid in bringing 
•bout a better industrial condition, a 
condition tinder which there shall be 
obedience to law and recognition of 
public obligation by all corporations, 
great or small. 


Functions of New Department. 


The department of commerce and la- 


bor will be not only the clearing house 
for information regarding the business 
transactions of the nation, but the ex- 
ecutive arm of the government to aid 
in strengthening our domestic and for- 
eign markets, in perfecting our trans- 
portation facilities, in building up our 
Merchant marine, in preventing the en- 
trance of undesirable immigrants, in 
Improving commercial and industrial 
conditions and in bringing together on 
common ground those necessary part- 
ners in industrial progress, capital and 
labor. Commerce between the nations 
is steadily growing in volume, and tbe 
tendency of tbe times is toward closer 
trade relations. Constant watchfulness 
Is needed to secure to Americans the 
chance to participate to tbe best advan- 
tage in foreign trade, and we may con- 
fidently expect that tbe new depart- 
ment will justify tbe expectation of its 
creators by the exercise of this watch- 
fulness as well as by toe businesslike 
administration of such laws relating to 
our internal affairs as are intrusted to 
its care. 


In enacting tbe laws above enumerat- 


ed tbe pon«resjs oroceeded on sane and 
conservative lines. 
TWtnlng revoin- 


tionary was attempted. But a common 
sense and successful effort was made 
in tbe direction of seeing that corpora- 
tions are so bandied as to subserve tbe 
public good. Tbe legislation was mod- 
erate. It was characterized through- 
out by the idea that we were not at- 
tacking corporations, bat endeavoring 
to provide for doing away with any 
evil In them; that we drew the line 
against Eoisoomlnct. not against wealth, 
gladly revogsiJzitii' Uio grrst srood done 


oy the capitalist "who alone "or In con- 
junction with his fellows does bis work 
along proper and legitimate lines. The 
purpose of the legislation, which pur- 
pose will undoubtedly be fulfilled, was 
to favor such a man' when he does 
well and to supervise his action only 
to prevent him from doing ill. Pub- 
licity can do no harm to the honest 
corporation. The only corporation that 
has cause to dread it is the corporation 
which shrinks from tbe light, and 
about the welfare of such corporations 
we need not be oversensitive. The" 
work of the department of commerce 
and labor has been conditioned upon 
this theory, of securing fair treatment 
alike for labor and for capital. 


Capital and Labor. 


Tbe consistent policy of the national 


government, so far as it has the power, 
is to hold in check the unscrupulous 
man, whether employer or employee, 
but to refuse to weaken individual 
initiative or to hamper or cramp the 
industrial development of the country. 
We recognize that this is an era of 
federation and combination, in which 
great capitalistic corporations and la- 
bor unions have become factors of tre- 
mendous importance in all industrial 
centers. Hearty recognition is given 
the far 
reaching, 
beneficent work 


which has been accomplished through 
both corporations and unions, and the 
line as between different corporations, 
as between different unions, is drawn 
as it is between different individuals— 
that is, it is drawn on conduct—the ef- 
fort being to treat both organized capi- 
tal and organized labor alike, asking 
nothing save that the interest of each 
shall be brought into harmony with the 
interest of the general public, and that 
the conduct of each shall conform to 
the fundamental rules of obedience to 
law, of individual freedom and of jus- 
tice and fair dealing toward all. 


Whenever either corporation, labor 


union or individual disregards the law 
or acts in a spirit of arbitrary and 
tyrannous interference with the rights 
of others, whether corporations or indi- 
viduals, .then where the federal gov- 
ernmenT"h~as"3urisdIcfio5 it will see to 
it that the misconduct is stopped, pay- 
ing not the slightest heed to the posi- 
tion or power of the corporation, the 
union or the individual, but only to one 
vital fact—that is, the question wheth- 
er or not the conduct of the individual 
or aggregate of individuals is in ac- 
cordance with the law of the land. Ev- 
ery man must be guaranteed his liber- 
ty and his right to do as he likes with 
his property or his labor so long as he 
does not infringe the rights of others. 
No man is above the law, and no man 
Js below it, nor do we ask any man's 
permission when we require him to 
Obey it 
Obedience to the law is de- 


manded as a right, not asked as a favor. 


We have cause as a nation to be 


thankful for the steps that have been 
so successfully taken to put these prin- 
ciples into effect 
The progress has 


been by evolution, not by revolution. 
Nothing radical has been done; the ac- 
tion has been both moderate and reso- 
lute; therefore the work will stand. 
There shall be no backward step. If 
in the working of the laws it proves 
desirable that they shall at any point 
be expanded or amplified, the amend- 
ment can be made as its desirability is 
shown. Meanwhile they are being ad- 
ministered with judgment, but with 
insistence upon obedience to them, and 
their need has. been emphasized in sig- 
nal fashion by the events of the past 
year. 
Government Receipts and Expenditures 


From all sources, exclusive of the 


postal service, the receipts of the gov- 
ernment for the last fiscal year aggre- 
gated $560,396,674. The expenditures 
for the same period were $506,099,007, 
tbe surplus for the fiscal year being 
$54297.667. The indications are that 
tbe surplus for the present fiscal year- 
will be very sinall, if indeed there be 
'any surplus. From July to November 
the receipts from customs were approx- 
imately $9.000,000 less than the receipts 
from the same source for a correspond- 
big portion of last year. Should this 
decrease continue at the same ratio 
throughout the fiscal year the surplus 
would be reduced by approximately 
$30,000,000. Should the revenue from 
customs suffer much further decrease 
daring the fiscal year the surplus would 
vanish. A large surplus is certainly 
undesirable. Two years ago tbe war 
taxes were taken off with the express 
intention of equalizing tbe government- 
al receipts and expenditures, and, 
though tbe first year thereafter still 
showed a surplus, it now seems likely 
that a substantial equality of revenue 
and expenditure will be attained. 


Such being tbe case, it is of great 


moment both to exercise care and econ- 
omy in appropriations and to scan 
sbarply any change in our fiscal reve- 
nue system which may reduce our in- 
come Tbe need of strict 'economy in 
our expenditures is emphasized by tbe 
fact that we cannot afford to be parsi- 
monkms In providing for wbat is essen- 
tial to our national well being. Careful 
economy wherever possible will alone 
prevent our income from falling below 
tbe point required in order to meet our 
genuine needs. 


Needs of Financial Situation. 


y of our currency is be- 


yond question, and under presunT: "con- 
ditions it would be unwise and unnec- 
essary to attempt a reconstruction of 
our eniire monetary system. The same 
liberty should be granted the secretary 
of the treasury to deposit customs re- 
ceipts as is granted him in tbe deposit 
or receipts from otiiei sources. In my 
message of Dec. 2, 1902, I called atten- 
tion to certain needs of the financial 
situation, and I again ask the consider- 
ation of the congress for these ques- 
tions. 


During the last session of the con- 


gress, at the suggestion of a joint note 
from the republic of Mexico and the 
imperial government of China, and in 
harmony with an act of the congress 
-appropriating $25,000 to pay the ex- 
penses thereof, a commission was ap- 
pointed to confer with the principal 
European countries in the hope that 
some plan might be devised whereby a 
fixed rate of exchange could be assured 
between the gold standard countries 
and the silver standard countries. This 
commission has filed its preliminary re- 
port, which has been made public. I 
deem it important that the commission 
be continued and that 1 ;uin of money 
be appropriated sufficient to pay the ex- 
penses of its further labors. 
"A majority of our people desire that 
steps be taken in the interests of Amer- 
ican shipping, so that we may once 
more resume our former position in the 
ocean carrying trade. But hitherto the 
differences of opinion as to the proper 
method of reaching this end have been 
so wide that it has proved impossible 
to secure the adoption of any particular 
scheme. Having in view these facts, I 
recommend that the congress direct the 
secretary of the navy, the postmaster 
general and the secretary of commerce 
and labor, associated with such a rep- 
resentation from the senate and house 
Of representatives as the congress in its 
wisdom may designate, to serve as a 
commission for the purpose of investi- 
gating and reporting to the congress at 
its next session what legislation is de- 
sirable or necessary for the develop- 
ment of the American merchant ma- 
rine and AmerTealTco&nieT:celFmriHcI- 
dentally of a national ocean mail serv- 
ice of adequate auxiliary naval cruisers 
and naval reserves. 


While such a measure is desirable in 


any event, it is especially desirable at 
this time in view of the fact that our 
present governmental contract 
for 


ocean mail with the American line 
will expire in 1905. Our ocean mail 
act was passed in 1891. 
In 1895 our 


twenty knot transatlantic mail line was 
equal to any foreign line. Since then 
the Germans have put on twenty-three 
knot steamers, and the British have 
contracted for twenty-four knot steam- 
ers. 
Our service should equal the 


best. If it does not the commercial 
public will abandon it. If we are to 
stay in the business it ought to be with 
a full understanding of the advantages 
to the country on one hand, and on tbe 
other with exact knowledge of the cost 
and proper methods of carrying it on. 
Moreover, lines of cargo ships are of 
even more importance than fast mail 
lines, save so far as the latter can be 
depended upon to furnish swift aux- 
iliary cruisers in time of war. The es- 
tablishment of new lines of cargo ships 
to South America, to Asia and else- 
where would be touch in the interest 
of our commercial expansion. 


Immigration. 


We cannot have too much immigra- 


tion of the right kind, and we should 
have none at all of the wrong kind. 
Tbe need is to devise some system by 
which undesirable immigrants sball be 
kept out entirely, while desirable im- 
migrants 
are 
properly distributed 


throughout the country. 
At present 


some districts which need immigrants 
have none, and in others, where the 
population is already congested, immi- 
grants come in such numbers as to de- 
press the conditions of life for those 
already there. 
During the last two 


years the immigration service at New 
York has been greatly improved, and 
the corruption and inefficiency which 
formerly obtained there have been 
eradicated.. This service has just been 
investigated by a committee of New 
York citizens of high standing, Messrs. 
Arthur v. Briescn. Lee K. Frankcl, Eu- 
gene A. Philbin, Thomas W. Hynes 
and Ralph Trautman. 
Their report 


deals with the whole situation at 
length and concludes with certain rec- 
ommendations for administrative and 
legislative action. It is now receiving 
tbe attention of tbe secretary of com- 
merce and labor. 


Tbe special investigation of tbe sub- 


ject of naturalization under the direc- 
tion of the attorney general and tbe 
consequent prosecutions reveal a con- 
dition of affairs calling for the imme- 
diate attention of tbe congress. For- 
geries and perjuries of shameless and 
flagrant character have been perpetrat- 
ed not only in tbe dense centers of 
population, but throughout tbe country, 
and it is established beyond doubt 
that very many so called citizens of tbe 
United States have no title whatever 
to that right and are asserting and en- 
joying tbe benefits of tbe same through 
tbe grossest frauds. It is never to be 
forgotten that dtizewnip is, to quote 
the words recently used by tbe su- 
preme court of Tbe United .States, an 


"inestimable heritage," whether "lt~pro- 
ceeds from birth within the country or 
Is obtained by naturalization, and we 
poison the sources of our national 
character and strength at the fountain 
If the privilege is claimed and exer- 
cised without right and by means of 
fraud and corruption. The body politic 
cannot be sound and healthy if many 
of its constituent members claim their 
standing through the prostitution of 
the high right and calling of citizen- 
ship. It should mean something to be- 
come a citizen of the United States, 
und in the process no loophole what- 
ever should be left open to fraud. 


The methods by which these frauds, 


now under full investigation with a 
view to meting out punishment and 
providing adequate remedies, are per- 
petrated include many variations of 
procedure by which false certificates 
of citizenship are forged in their en- 
tirety, or genuine certificates fraudu- 
lently or exclusively obtained in blank 
are filled in by the criminal conspira- 
tors, or certificates are obtained on 
fraudulent statements as to the time 
of arrival and residence in this coun- 
try, or imposition and substitution of 
another party for the ,real petitioner 
occur in court, or certificates are made 
the subject of barter and sale and 
transferred from the rightful holder 
to those not entitled to them, or cer- 
tificates are forged by erasure of the 
original names and the insertion of the 
names of other persons not entitled to 
the same. 


Naturalization Frauds. 


It is not necessary for me to refer 


here at large to the causes leading to 
this state of affairs. The desire for 
naturalization is heartily to be com- 
mended where it springs from a sin- 
cere and permanent intention to be- 
come citizens and a real appreciation 
of the privilege, but it is a source of 
untold evil and trouble where.it is 
traceable to selfish and dishonest mo- 
tives, such as the effort by artificial 
and improper means in wholesale fash- 
ion to create voters who are ready- 
made tools of corrupt politicians, or the 
desire to evade certain labor laws cre- 
ating discriminations a- 'inst alien la- 
bor. All good citizens, whether natu- 
ralized or native born, are equally in- 
terested in protecting our citizenship 
against fraud in any form and. on the 
other hand, in affording eveiT facility 
for naturalization to those who in good 
faith desire to share alike our privi- 
leges and our responsibilities. 


The federal grand jury lately in ses- 


sion in New York city dealt with this 
subject and made a presentment which 
states the situation" briefly and forci- 
bly and contains important suggestions 
for the consideration of the congress. 
This presentment is included as an ap- 
pendix to the report of the attorney 
general. 


In my last annual message in connec- 


tion with the subject of the due regula- 
tion of combinations of capital which 
are or may become injurious to the 
public I recommended a special appro- 
priation for the better enforcement of 
the antitrust law as it now stands, to 
be expended under the direction of the 
attorney general Accordingly (by the 
legislative, executive and judicial ap- 
propriation act of Fcb :•' "'•'«. 32 Stat.. 
854, 904) the congrop- 
-i-inted for 


the purpose of enfoi. 
.he various 


federal trust and interstate commerce 
laws the snm of §500.000, to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the attorney 
general in the employment of special 
counsel and agents in the department 
of justice to conduct proceedings and 
prosecutions under said laws in the 
courts of the United States. 


Public Land and Postal Frauds. 


I now recommend, as a matter of 


the utmost importance and urgency, 
the extension of the purposes of this 
appropriation, so that it may be avail- 
able, under tbe direction of tbe attor- 
ney general and until used, for the due 
enforcement of the laws of tbe United 
States in general and especially of tbe 
civil and criminal laws relating to pub- 
lic lands and the laws relating to postal 
crimes and offenses and the subject of 
naturalization. 
Recent investigations 


have shown a deplorable state of af- 
fairs in these three matters of vital 
concern. 
By various frauds and by 


forgeries and perjuries thousands of 
acres of Hie public domain, embracing 
lands of different character and ex- 
tending through various sections of 
the country, have been dishonestly ac- 
quired. It is hardly necessary to urge 
the importance of recovering these dis- 
honest acquisitions. «tolen from the 
people, and of promptly and duly pun- 
ishing the offenders. 
1 speak in an- 


other part of this niifwnge of tbe wide- 
spread crimes by which tbe sacred 
right of citizenship i< falsely asserted 
and that "inestimable heritage" per- 
verted to base ends. Hy similar means 
—that is, through fraw*!?.'forgeries and 
perjuries and by shameless briberies— 
the laws relating to Hi" proper conduct 
of tbe public service in general and to 
tbe due administration of tbe postoffice 
department have beri notoriously vio- 
lated, and many iwiktmenls nave been 
found, and tbe consequent prosecutions 
are in course of bearinc or on the eve 
thereof. For tbe reav.ps thus indicat- 
ed and so that the go-uTiunent may be 
prepared to enforce pmraptly and with 
tbe greatest effect 11' doe penalties 
for such violations of law and to this 
end may be furnish'-'! with suflicient 
instrumentalities and Competent legal 
assistance for tbe investigations and 
trials which will be nf-cessaiy at many 
different points of the country I urge 
upon tbe congress the necessity of mak- 
ing the said appropriation available 
for immediate use for all such pur- 
poses, to be expended nnder tbe direc- 
tion of tbe attorney g^m-rat 


I Steps bave been lafcffl by tbe state 


'aepanment looiclug to tbe making of 
bribery an extraditable offense with 
foreign powers. The need of more ef- 


: fective treaties covering Ibis crime is 
mapifest The exposures and prosecu- 
tions of official corruption in St. Louis 
and other cities and states have result- 
ed in a number of givers and takers of 
briben becoming fugitives in foreign 
lands. Bribery has not been Included 
In extradition treaties heretofore, as 
the necessity for it has not ariseu. 
While there may bave been as much 
official corruption in former years, 
there has bcon more developed and 
brought to light in the immediate past 
than in the preceding century of our 
country's history. 
It should be the 


policy of the United States to leave no 
place on earth where a corrupt man 
Seeing from this country can rest in 
peace. There is no reason why bribery 
should not be included in all treaties 
as extraditable. The recent amended 
treaty with Mexico, whereby this crime 
was put in the list of extraditable of- 
fenses, has established a salutary 
precedent in this regard. Under this 
treaty the state department has asked, 
and Mexico has granted, the extradi- 
tion of one of the St. Louis bribe giv- 
ers. 


There can be no crime more serious 


than bribery. Other offenses violate one 
law white corruption strikes at the 
foundation of all law. Under our form 
of government all authority is vested 
in the people and by them delegated 
to those who represent them in official 
capacity. 
There can be no offense 


heavier than that of him in whom such 
a sacred trust has been reposed who 
sells it for his own gain and enrich- 
ment, and no less heavy is tbe offense 
ef the bribe giver. He is worse than 
the thief, for the thief robs the indi- 
vidual, while the corrupt official plun- 
ders an entire city or state. He is as 
wicked as the murderer, for the mur- 
derer may only take one life against 
the law, while the corrupt official and 
tbe man who corrupts the official alike 
aim at the assassination of tbe common- 
wealth itself. Government of the peo- 
ple, by the people, for the people will 
perish from tbe face of tbe earth if 
bribery is tolerated. Tbe givers and 
takers of bribes stand on an evil pre- 
eminence of infamy. 


Punishment of Public Corruption. 
The exposure and punishment of 


public corruption is an honor to a na- 
tion, not a disgrace. The shame lies 
in toleration, not in correction. No city 
or state, still less the nation, can be 
injured by the enforcement of law. As 
long as public plunderers when detect- 
ed can find a haven of refuge in any 
foreign land and avoid punishment, 
just so long encouragement is given 
them to continue their practices. 
If 


we fail to do all that in us lies to 
stamp out corruption we cannot es- 
cape our share of responsibility for the 
guilt. The first requisite of successful 
self government is unflinching enforce- 
ment of the law and the cutting out of 
corruption. 


For several years past the rapid de- 


velopment of Alaska and tbe establish- 
ment of growing American interests in 
regions theretofore unsurveyed and 
imperfectly known brought into prom- 
inence the urgent necessity of a prac- 
tical demarcation of tbe boundaries be- 
tween the jurisdictions of the United 
States and Great Britain. 
Although 


the treaty of 1825 between Great Brit- 
ain and Russia, tbe provisions of which 
were copied in the treaty of 18C7, 
whereby Russia conveyed Alaska to 
tbe United States, was positive as to 
the control, first by Russia and later 
by the United States, of a strip of ter- 
ritory along the continental mainland 
from the western shore of Portland 
canal to Mount St. Elias. following 
and surrounding the indentations of 
tbe coast and including the islands to 
the westward, its description of the 
landward margin of the strip was in- 
definite, resting on the supposed ex- 
istence of a continuous ridge or range 
of mountains skirting the coast, as 
figured in the charts of the early navi- 
gators. It bad at no time been possi- 
ble for either party in interest to lay 
down, under the authority of the trea- 
ty, a line so obviously' exact according 
to its provisions as to command the 
assent of tbe other. For nearly three- 
fourths of a century the absence of 
tangible local interests demanding the 
exercise of positive jurisdiction on ci- 
ther side of the border left the question 
dormant. 
In 1878 questions of reve- 


nue administration on the Stikine river 
led to the establishment of a provision- 
al demarcation, crossing the channel 
between two high fK-aks on cither side 
about twenty-four miles above the riv- 
er mouth. In 1S9U similar questions 
growing out of the extraordinary de- 
velopment of mining interests in the 
region about the brad of Lynn canal 
brought about a temporary modus vi- 
vc-ndi. by wliicb a convenient separa- 
tion was made at tbe watershed di- 
vide of tbe White and Cbilkoot passes 
and to tbe north of Klukwaa, on the 
Kk'hini river. These partial and tenta- 
tive adjustments could not. in the very 
nature of things be satisfactory or 
testing- 
A permanent disposition of 
tie matter became imperative. 


Alaskan Boundary. 


After unavailing attempts to reach 


an understanding through a joint high 
commission, followed by prolonged ne- 
gotiations conducted in nn amicable 
spirit, a convention between the United 
States and Great Britain was signed 
Jan. 24,1S*C, providing for an examina- 
tion of tbe subject by a mixed tribunal 
of six members, tbrrc on a side, with a 
view to its final disposition. Ratifica- 
tions were exchanged on March 3 last, 
whereupon tbe two governments ap- 
pointed tbeir respective members. Those 
en befealf of the United States, were

By this award the right of the United 


States to the control of a continuous 
strip or border of the mainland shoro 
skirting all the tidewater inlets and 
sinuosities of the coast is confirmed, the 
entrance to Portland canal, concerning- 
which legitimate doubt appeared, is de- 
fined as passing by Tongass inlet and 
to the northwestward of Wales and 
Pearse islands; a line Is drawn from 
the head of Portland canal to the fifty- 
sixth degree of north latitude, and the 
Interior border line of the strip is fixed 
by lines connecting certain mountain 
summits lying between Portland cana! 
and Mount St. Ellas and running along 
the crest of the divide separating the 
coast slope from the inland watershed 
at the only part of the frontier where 


» drainage ridge approaches tie 


coast within the distance of ten marine 
leagues stipulated by the treaty as the 
extreme width of the strip around tbe 
heads of Lynn canal and its branches.

To make it effective as 
regards the others it only remains for 
the two governments to appoint each 
on its ow n behalf one or more scien- 
tific expert'-, who shall with all con- 
venient speed ptoceed together to lay 
down the boundary line in accordance 
with tbe decision of the majority of 
the tribunal 
I recommend that the 


congress make adequate provision for 
the appointment, compensation and ex- 
penses of the members to serve on this 
joint boundaiy commission on the part, 
of the United States. 


Claims Against Venezuela. 


It will be remembered that during 


the second session of the last congress 
Groat Britain, Germany and Italy 
formed an alliance for the purpose of 
blockading the poils of Venezuela and 
using such other means of pre^ure as 
would secure a settlement ot claims 
due, as they alleged, to certain of their 
subjects. Their employment of force 
for the collection of these claims was 
terminated by an agreement brought 
about through the'offices of 
1 t'l'ie diplo- 


matic representatives" of the United 
States at Caracas and tbe government 
at Washington, thereby ending a situ- 
ation which was bound to cause in- 
creasing friction and which jeoparded 
the peace of the continent Under this 
agreement Venezuela agreed to set 
apart a certain percentage of the cus- 
toms receipts of two of her ports to be 
applied to the payment of whatever ob- 
ligations 
might be ascertained by 


mixed commissions appointed for that 
purpose to be due from her uot onlj to 
the three powers already mentioned, 
whose proceedings against her had re- 
sulted in a stale of war, but also to the 
United States. France,"Spain, Belgium, 
the Netherlands, Sweden aud Norway 
and Mexico, who had not employed 
force for the collection of the claims 
alleged to be due to certain of their 
citizens. 


A demand was Ujpn made by the so 


called blockading poAvers that the sum- 
ascertained to be due to their citizen* 
by such mixed commissions should be 
accorded payment in full befoie any- 
thing was paid upon the claims of any 
of the so called peace powers. Vene- 
zuela, on the other hand, insisted that 
all her creditors should be paid upon a 
basis of exact equality. Dsr!~s the ef- 
forts to adjust this dispute it was sug- 
gested by the powers in interest that it 
should be referred to me for decision, 
but I was clearly of the opinion that a 
far wiser course would be to submit 
the question to the permanent court of 
arbitration at The Hague. It seemed to 
me to offer au admirable opportunity to 
advance the practice of the peaceful 
settlement of disputes between nation* 
and to secure for The Hague tribunal a 
memorable increase of its practical im- 
portance. The nations interested in the 
controversy were so numerous and in 
many instances so powerful-as to make 
it evident that beneficent results-wou'-l 
follow from their appearance at the 
same time before the bar of that auguM 
tribunal of peace. 


Our hopes in that regard have been 


realized. Russia and Austria are rep- 
resented in the nervous of the learned 
nnd distinguished jurists who compose 
the tribunal, while Great Britain. Ger- 
many. France. Spain. Italy. Belgium, 
the Netherlands. Sweden and Norway. 
Mexico, the United State* and Venezu- 
ela arc represented by their resinvtive 
aseuls and counsel. Such an imposing 
roncour=c of nation' presentins their 
arguments to and invoking the decision' 
i>f that high court of international j\i<- 
lice and international peace can bardh 
f;iil to M-cnre n like submission of uiauy 
future <-ontn»Acrsie«.

This purpose ca*a probably 
best be accomplished by an interna- 
tional agreement to regard all private 
property at sea as exempt from cap- 
ture or destruction by the forces of 
belligerent powers. The United States 
government has for many years ad- 
vocated this humane and beneficent 
principle and is now in a position to 
recommend it to other powers without 
the imputation of selfish motives.

therefore suggest for your considera- 
tion that tbe executive be authorized 
to correspond with the governments of 
the principal maritime powers with a 
view of incorporating into the perma- 
nent law of civilized nations the prin- 
ciple of the exemption of all private

merclal lutlouR, to abandon the levy of 
"liken" and other transit dues through- 
cut the empire and to introduce other 
desirable administrative reforms. Lar- 
ger facllltlOH uie to be given to our citi- 
zens who desire to carry on mining en- 
terprises In China. We have secured 
for our missionaries a valuable privi- 
lege, the recognition of their right to 
vent and lease in perpetuity such prop- 
erty as their religious societies may 
need in all parts of the empire. And 
what was an indispensable condition 
for the advance and development of 
our commerce in Manchuria, China, by 
treaty with us lias opened to foreign 
commerce the cities of Mukden, the 
capital of the pioviuce of Manchuria, 
and Antung, an important port on the 
Yalu river, on the road to Korea. The 
full measure of development which our 
commerce may rightfully expect can 
hardly be looked for until the settle- 
ment of the present abnormal state of 
things in the empire, but the founda- 
tion for such development has at last 
been laid. 


I call your attention to the reduced 


cost in maintaining the consular service 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903. 
as shown in the annual report of the 
auditor for the state and other depart- 
ments, as compared with the year previ- 
ous. 
For the year under consideration

Exemption of Private Property at Sea. 


The supreme court, speaking on Dec. 


11,1899, through Peckham, J., said: 


"It is, we think, historically accurate 


to say that this government has al* 
ways been in its views among the 
most advanced of the governments of 
the world in favor of mitigating, as to 
all noncombatanrs, the hardships and 
horrors of war. To accomplish that 
object it has always advocated those 
rules wttcb would in most cases do 
away with tbe right to capture the 
private property of an enemy on the 
high seas." 


I advocate this as a matter of hu- 


manity and morals. It is anachronis- 
tic when private property Is respected 
on hind that It should not be respected 
at sea. Moreover, it should be borne 
in mind that shipping represents, in- 
ternationally speaking, a much more 
generalized species of private property 
than is tbe case with, ordinary proper- 
ty on hind—that is, property found at 
sea is much less apt than is tbe case 
with property found on land really to 
belong to any one nation. Under the 
modern system of corporate ownership 
the flag of a vessel often differs from 
the flag which would mark the nation- 
ality of the real ownership and money 
control of the vessel, and the .cargo 
may belong to individuals of yet a dif- 
ferent nationality. 
Much American 


capital is now invested in foreign ships, 
and among foreign nations it often 
happens that the capital of one is large- 
ly invested in the shipping of another. 
Furthermore, as a practical matter It 
may be mentioned that, while commerce 
destroying may cause serious loss and 
great annoyance, it can never be more 
than a subsidiary factor in bringing to 
terms a resolute foe. This is now well 
recognized by all of our naval experts. 
The fighting ship, not the commerce 
destroyer, is the vessel -n hose feats add 
renown to a nation's history and es- 
tablish her place among the great pow- 
ers of the world.

Relations With Turkey. 


Early in July, having received intel- 


ligence, which happily turned out to be 


972.50 for the year ending June 30, 
1902, and $147,040.16 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1901 This is the best 
showing in this respect for the consular 
service for the past fourteen years, and 
the reduction in the cost of the serrtca 
to the government has been made in 
spite of the fact that the expenditures 
for the year in question were more than 
$20,000 greater than for the previous 
year. 


Rural Free Delivery Service. 


The rural free delivery service has 


been steadily extended. The attention 
of the congress is asked to the question 
of the compensation of the letter car- 
riers and clerks engaged in the postal 
service, especially on the new rural 
free delivery routes. More routes have 
been installed since the 1st of July 
last than in'any like period in the de- 
partment's history- While a due re- 
gard to economy must be kept hi mind 
in the establishment of new routes, yet 
the extension of the rural free delivery 
system must be continued for reasons 
of sound public policy. 
No govern- 


mental movement of recent years has 
resulted in greater immediate benefit 
to the people of the country districts. 
Rural free delivery, taken in connec- 
tion with the telephone, tbe bicycle and 
the trolley, accomplishes much toward 
lessening the isolation of farm life and 
making it brighter and more attractive. 
In the immediate past the lack of just 
such facilities as these has driven 
many of the more active and restless 
young men and women from the farms 
to the cities, for they rebelled at lone- 
liness and lack of mental companion- 
ship. It is unhealthy and undesirable 
for the cities to grow at the expense of 
the country, and rural free delivery is 
not only a good thing in itself, but Is 
good because it is one of the causes 
which check this unwholesome tenden- 
cy toward the urban concentration of 
onr population at the expense of the 
country districts. It is for the same 
reason that we sympathize with and 
approve of the policy of building good 
roads. The movement for good roads 
is one fraught with the greatest benefit 
to the country districts. 


I trust that the congress will con- 


tinue to favor in all proper ways the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition. This 
exposition commemorates the Louisi- 
ana purchase, which was the first great 
step in the expansion which made us a 
continental nation.

The Philippines and Porto Rico. 


Of our insular possessions the Phil- 


ippines and Porto Rico it is gratifying 
to say that their steady progress has 
been such as to make it unnecessary to 
spend much time in discussing them, 
yet the congress should ever keep in 
mind that a peculiar obligation- rests 
upon us to further in every way the 
welfare of these communities. The 
Philippines should be knit closer to us 
by tariff arrangements. It would of 
course be impossible suddenly to raise 
the people of the islands to the high 
pitch of industrial prosperity and of 
governmental efficiency to which they 
will in the end by degrees attain, and 
the caution and moderation shown in 
developing them have been among the 
main reasons why this development 
has hitherto gone on so smoothly. Scru- 
pulous care has been taken in the 
choice of governmental agents and the 
entire elimination of partisan politics 
from the public service. The condition 
of the islanders is in material things 
far better than ever before, while their 
governmental, intellectual and moral 
advance has kept pace with their ma- 
terial advance. 
No one people ever 


benefited another people more than we 
have benefited the Filipinos by taking 
possession of the islands. 


The cash receipts of the general land 


office for the last fiscal year were $11,- 
024,743.65, an, increase of $4,762,816.47 
over the preceding year. Of this sum 
approximately $8,461,493 will go to the 
credit of the fund for the reclamation 
of arid land, making the total of this 
fund up to the 30th of June, 1903, ap- 
proximately $16,191.836. 


A gratifying disposition has been 


evinced by those having unlawful in- 
closures of public land to remove their 
fences. Nearly 2,000.000 acres so in- 
closed have been thrown open on de- 
mand. In but comparatively few cases 
has it been necessary to go into court 
to accomplish this purpose. This work 
will be vigorously prosecuted until all 
unlawful inclosures have been removed. 
Public Land Laws Revision Necessary, 


Experience has shown that in the 


western states themselves, as well as 
in the rest of the country, there is 
widespread conviction that certain of 
the public land laws and tbe resulting 
administrative practice no longer meet 
the present needs. The character and 
uses of the remaining. public lands 
differ widely from those of the public 
lands which congress had especially 
in view when these laws were passed. 
The rapidly increasing rate of disposal 
of the public, lands is not followed by 
a corresponding increase in borne build- 
ing. There is a tendency to mass in 
large holdings public lands, especially 
timber and grazing lands, and thereby 
to retard settlement I renew and em- 
phasize my recommendation of last 
year that so far as they are available 
for agriculture in its broadest sense 
and to whatever extent they may be 
reclaimed under the national irriga- 
tion law the remaining public lands 
should be held rigidly for the home 
builder. The attention of the congress 
is especially directed to tbe timber and 
stone law, the desert land law and 
the commutation clause of tbe home- 
stead law, which in their operation have 
in many respects conflicted with wise 
public land policy. 


The discussions in the congress and 


elsewhere have made it evident that 
there is a wide divergence of opinions 
between those holding opposite views 
on these subjects and that the op- 
posing sides have strong and convinced 
representatives of weight both within 
and without the congress, the differ- 
ences being not only as to matters of 
opinion, but as to matters of fact In 
order that definite information may be 
available for tie use of the congress I 
liavc appointed a commission composed 
of \V. A. Richards, commissioner of tbe 
general Laud office; Gifford Pincuot, 
chief of the bureau of forestry of tbe 
department of agriculture, and F. H. 
Xewcli, chief bydrographer of the geo- 
logical survey, to report at the earliest 
practicable moment upon the condi- 
tion, operation and effect of tbe pres- 
ent land laws and on tbe use, condition, 
disposal and settlement of tbe public 
lands. 


The commission will report cspeciaJly 


what changes in organization, laws, 
regulations and practice affecting tfox- 
pnblic lands are needed to effect tbe 
largest practicable disposition of tbe 
public lands to actual settlers who will 
build permanent homes upon them 
and to secure in permanence the fullest 
and most effective nse of the resources 
of tbe public lands, and it will make 
such other reports and recommends.- 
tions as its study of tbcsc questions 
may sniRgest. The commission Is to 
n»j>ort immediately upon tho«e point* 
concerning which its judgment is clear, 
on any noitit upon which it bas doubt 
U will take tbe time necessary to make 
investigation and reach * final judg- 
ment. 


fore approval by the secretary of the 
interior. In Arizona and Nevada, in lo- 
calities where such work is pre-emi- 
nently needed, construction has already 
been beguu. In other parts of the arid 
west various projects are well advanced 
toward the drawing up of contracts, 
these being delayed in part by necessi- 
ties of reaching agreements or under- 
standing as regards rights of way or 
acquisition of real estate. Most of the 
works contemplated for construction 
are of national importance, involving 
interstate questions or the securing of 
stable, self supporting communities in 
the midst of vast tracts of vacant land. 
The nation as a whole is of course the 
gainer by the creation of these homes, 
adding as they do to tbe wealth and 
stability of the country and furnishing 
a home market for the products of the 
east and south. The reclamation law, 
while perhaps not ideal, appears at 
present to answer the larger needs for 
which it is designed. Further legisla- 
tion is not recommended until the ne- 
cessities of change are more apparent. 


Preservation of Forests. 


The study of the opportunities 'of 


reclamation of the vast extent of arid 
land shows that whether this reclama- 
tion is done by individuals, corpora- 
tions or the state, the sources of wa- 
ter supply must be effectively protect- 
ed and the reservoirs guarded by the 
preservation of the forests at tbe head- 
waters ot the streams. Tbe engineers 
making the preliminary examinations 
continually emphasize this need and 
urge that the remaining public lands 
at the headwaters of the important 
streams of the west be reserved to in- 
sure permanency of water supply for 
irrigation. Much progress in forestry 
bas been made during the past year. 
The necessity for perpetuating our for- 
est resources, whether in public or 
private hands, is recognized now as 
never before. 


The demand <-for forest reserves has 


become insistent in the west because 
the west must use the water, wood and 
summer range which only such re- 
serves can supply. Progressive lum- 
bermen are striving through forestry 
to give then? business permanence. Oth- 
er great business interests are awaken- 
ing to the need of forest preservation 
as a business matter. 
The govern- 


ment's forest work should receive from 
the congress hearty support and espe- 
cially support adequate for the protec- 
tion of tbe forest reserves against fire. 
Tbe forest reserve policy of tbe gov- 
ernment has passed beyond tbe experi- 
mental stage and has leached a condi- 
tion where scientific methods are es- 
sential to its successful prosecution. 
The administrative features of forest 
reserves are at present unsatisfactory, 
being divided between three bureaus of 
two departments. It is therefore rec- 
ommended that all matters pertaining 
to forest reserves, except those involv- 
ing or pertaining to land titles, be con- 
solidated in the bureau of forestry of 
the department of agriculture. 


The cotton growing states have re- 


cently been invaded by a weevil that 
bas done much damage and threatens 
tbe entire cotton industry. I suggest 
to the congress the prompt enactment 
of such remedial legislation as its judg- 
ment may approve. 


In granting patents to foreigners tbe 


proper course for this country to follow 
is to give the same advantages to for- 
eigners here that the countries in which 
these foreigners dwell extend in return 
to onr citizens—that is, to extend the 
benefits of our patent Jaws on inven- 
tions and the like where in return the 
articles would be patentable in the for- 
eign countries concerned, where an 
American could get a corresponding 
patent in such countries. 


Indian Affairs. 


The 'Indian agents should not be de- 


pendent for their appointment or ten- 
ure of office upon considerations of par- 
tisan politics. The practice of appoint- 
ing when possible ex-army officers or 
bonded superintendents to the vacan- 
cies that occur is working well. At- 
tention is invited to the'Widespread il- 
literacy due to lack of public schools in 
tbe Indian Territory. 
Prompt heed 


should be paid to the need of education 
for the children in this territory. 


In my last annual message the at- 


tention of the congress was called to the 
necessity of enlarging the safety appli- 
ance law, and it is gratifying to note 
that this law was amended in impor- 
tant respects. With the increasing rail- 
tray mileage of the country, tbe greater 
number of aien employed and tbe use 
of larger and heavier equipment the 
urgency for renewed effort to prevent 
tbe loss of life and limb upon tbe rail- 
roads of the country, particularly to 
employees, is apparent For the in- 
spection of water craft and tbe life sav- 
ing service upon tbe water the con- 
gress bas built up an elaborate body 
of protective legislation and a thorough 
method of inspection and is annually 
spending large sums of money. It is 
encouraging to observe that tbe con- 
gress is alive to tbe interests of those 
wbo are employed upon our wonder- 
ful arteries of commerce, the railroads, 
•who so safely transport millions of pas- 
sengers and b'llions of tons of freight. 
The federal in'tpection of safety ap- 
pliances, for which tbe congress is now 
making appropriations, is a service 
analogous to that which the govern- 
ment has upheld for generation? In re- 
gard to v?««?l<: nid 5t 5« belifv-S* -vi" 


prove of great practical benefit both to 
railroad employees and the traveling 
public. As the greater part of com- 
merce hi Interstate and exclusively un- 
der the control of the congress the 
needed safety and uniformity must be 
secured by national legislation. 


No other class of our citizens de- 


serves so well of the nation as those 
to whom the nation owes its very being, 
the veterans of the civil war. Special 
attention is asked to the excellent work 
of the pension bureau in expediting and 
disposing ,pf pension claims. During 
the fiscal year ending July 1. 1903, the 
bureau settled 231,982 claims, an aver- 
age of 825 claims for each working day 
of the year. The number of settlements 
since July 1, 1903, has been in excess 
of last year's average, approaching 
1,000 claims for each working day, and 
it is believed that the work of the bu- 
reau will be current at the close of the 
present fiscal year. 


Extension of Civil Service Rules. 
During the year ended June 30 last 


25,566 persons were appointed through 
competitive examinations under the" 
civil service rules. This was 12,672 
more than during the preceding year 
and 40 per cent of those who passed 
the 
examinations. 
This abnormal 


growth was largely occasioned by the 
extension of classification to the rural 
free delivery service and the appoint- 
ment last year of over 9,000 rural car- 
riers. A revision of the civil service 
rules took effect on April 15 last whitih 
has greatly unproved their operation. 
The completion of the reform of the 
civil service is recognized by good citi- 
zens everywhere as a matter of the 
highest public importance, and the suc- 
cess of tbe merit system largely de- 
pends upon the effectiveness of the 
rules and tbe machinery provided' for 
their enforcement A very gratifying 
spirit of friendly co-operation' exists in 
all the departments of the government 
in the enforcement and uniform ob- 
servance of both the letter and spirit 
of the civil service act Executive or- 
ders of July 3, 1902; March 26, 1908, 
and July 8, 1903, require that appoint- 
ments of all unclassified laborers, both 
in the departments at Washington,and 
in the field service, shall be made with 
the assistance of the United States 
civil service commission under a sys- 
tem of registration to test the relative 
fitness of applicants for appointment 
or employment This system is com- 
petitive and is open to all citizens of 
the United States qualified in respect 
to, age, physical ability, moral char- 
acter, industry *and adaptability for 
manual labor, except that in case of 
veterans of the civil war the element of 
age Is omitted. This system of ap- 
pointment is distinct from the classified 
service and does not classify positions 
of mere laborer under the civil service 
act and rules. Regulations in aid there- 
of have been put in operation in sev- 
eral of the departments and are being 
gradually extended in other parts of 
the service. The results bave been very 
satisfactory, as extravagance bas been 
checked by decreasing tbe number «f 
unnecessary positions and by increas- 
ing the efficiency of the employees re- 
maining. 


District pf Columbia Charities. 


The congress as the result of a thor- 


ough investigation of the charities and 
reformatory institutions in the District 
of Columbia, by a joint select commit- 
tee of the two houses which made its 
report in March, 1898. created in tbe 
act approved June 6, 1900, a board of 
charities for the District of Columbia, 
to consist of five residents of the Dis- 
trict appointed by the president of tbe 
United States, by and with the advice 
and consent of tbe senate, each for a 
term of three years, to serve without 
compensation. President McEinley ap- 
pointed five men who had been active 
and prominent in the public charities 
of Washington, all of whom upon tak- 
ing office July 1, 19W, resigned from 
the different charities with which they 
bad been connected. Tbe members of 
the board have been reappointed in suc- 
cessive years. The board serves under 
the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia. The board gave its first 
year to a careful and impartial study 
of the special problems before it and 
bas continued that study every year 
in the light of the best practice in pub- 
lic charities elsewhere. 
Its recom- 


mendations in Us annual reports to tbe 
congress through the commissioners of 
the District of Columbia "for tbe eco- 
nomical and efficient administration of 
the charities and reformatories of the 
District of Columbia," as required by 
the act creating it> have been based 
upon tbe principles commended by tbe 
joint select committee of the congress 
in its report of March, 1S98. and ap- 
proved by the best administrators of 
public charities and make for the de- 
sired systematization and improve- 
ment of the affairs under, its super- 
vision. They are worthy of favorable 
consideration by the congress. 


The Army. 


Tbe effect of the laws providing a 


general stiff for the army and for tbe 
more effective nse of the national guard 
has been excellent. 
Great improve- 


ment has been made in the efficiency 
if our army in recent years. Such 
Schools as those erected at Fort Leaven- 
worth and Fort Rilev and tbe institu- 
tion of fall maneuver work accomplish 
satisfactory results. Tbe good effect 
of these maneuvers upon tbe national 
guard is marked, and ample appropria- 
tion should be made to enable tbe 
guardsmen of tbe several states to 
share in the benefit Tbe government 
should as soon as possible secure suit- 
able permanent camp sites for military 
maneuvers In tbe various sections of 
the country. Tbe service thereby ren- 
dered not only to tbe regular army, 
but to tbe national guard of tbe sev- 
eral states, will be so great as to repay 
many times over tbe relatively small 
expense.

Transit Across Isthmus of Panama. 
In the year 1840 this government en- 


tered into a treaty with New Grauada. 
the predecessor 'upon the isthmus of 
the republic of Colombia and of the 
present .republic of Panama, by which 
ftreaty it was provided that th5 govern- 
ment and citizens of the United States 
should always have free and open right 
of way or transit across the isthmus of 
Panama by any modes of communica- 
tion that might be constructed, while 
In return our government guaranteed 
the perfect neutrality of the above 
mentioned isthmus with the view that 
the free transit from the one to the 
other sea might not be interrupted or 
embarrassed. The treaty vested in the 
United States a substantial property 
right carved out of the rights of sov- 
ereignty a'nd property which New 
Granada then had and possessed over 
the said' territory. The name of New 
Grauada has passed away, and its ter- 
ritory has been divided. Its successor, 
•the government of Colombia, has ceas- 
ed to own" any property in the isthmus. 
A new republic, that of Panama, which 
was at one time a sovereign state and 
at another time a mere department of 
'the successive confederations known as 
New Granada and Colombia,, has now 
succeeded to the rights which first one 
and then the other formerly exercised 
over the isthmus. But as long as the 
•Isthmus endures the mere geographical 
fact of its existence and the peculiar 
Interest therein which is required by 
our position perpetuate the solemn con- 
'tract which binds the holders of the 
'territory to respect our right to freedom 
of transit a'cross it and binds us in re- 
turn .to safeguard for the isthmus and 
•the world the exercise of that ines- 
timable privilege. The true interpreta-

was such as to make it a serious ques- 
tion whether we had not gone too far 
in their interest at' the expense of our 
own, for In our scrupulous desire to 
pay all possible heed not merely to the 
real but even to the fancied rights of 
our weaker neighbor, who already 
owed so much to bur protection and 
forbearance, we yielded in all possible 
ways to her desires in drawing up the 
treaty. 'Nevertheless the government 
of Colombia not merely repudiated the 
treaty, but repudiated it in such man- 
ner as to make it evident by the time 
the Colombian congress adjourned that 
not the scantiest hope remained of ever 
getting a satisfactory treaty 
from 


them. 
The government of Colombia 


made the treaty, and yet when the Co- 
lombian congress was called to ratify 
it the vote against ratification was 
unanimous. It does not appear that 
the government made any real effort to 
secure ratification. 


Revolution In Panama. 


Immediately after the adjournment 


of the congress a revolution broke out 
in Panama. 
The people of Panama 


had long been discontented with the 
republic: of Colombia, and they bad 
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1 United States entered in this treaty of 
1846 has been given repeatedly in the 
utterances of presidents and secretaries 
,of state.. Secretary Cass in 1858 offi- 


stated the position of this gov- 


'ernment as follows: 


"The progress of events has rendered 


the interoceanic route across the nar- 
row portion of Central America vastly 
important to the commercial world, and 
especially to the United States, whose 
possessions extend along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts and demand the 
speediest and easiest modes of commu- 
nication. While the rights of sovereign- 
ty of the states occupying this region 
should always be respected, we shall 
expect that these rights be exercised 
in a spirit befitting the occasion and 
the wants and circumstances that have 
arisen. Sovereignty has its duties as 
well as its rights, and none of these lo- 
cal governments, even if administered 
with more regard to the just demands 
t»f other nations than they have been, 
'would be permitted, in a spirit of east- 
ern isolation, to close the gates of in- 
tercourse on the great highways of the 
world and justify the act by the pre- 
tension that these avenues of trade and 
travel belong to them and that they 
choose to shut them or, what is almost 
equivalent, to incnniber tbetu with such 
tin just relations as would prevent their 
general use." 


Seven years later, in 18G5, Mr. Seward 


in different communications took the 
following position: 


-The United States have taken and 


will take no interest in any question of 
internal revolution in the state of Pana- 
ma or any "state of the United States 
of Colombia, but will maintain, a per- 
fect neutrality, in connection with such 
domestic altercations. 
The United 


States will nevertheless hold them- 
selves ready to protect the transit trade 
across the isthmus against invasion of 
either domestic or foreign disturbers of 
the peace of the state of Panama. 
* * * Neither the text nor the spirit of 
fiie stipulation in that article by which 
the United States -engages to .preserve 
the neutrality of • the isthmus of Pana- 
ma imposes an-obligation on this gov- 
ernment to comply with tbe requisition 
[of the president of tbe United States 
of Colombia for a force to protect the 
isthmus of Panama from a body of In- 
surgents of that country]. The pur- 
pose of the stipulation was to guaran- 
tee tbe isthmus against seizure or in- 
vasion by a foreign power only." 


Attorney General Speed, under date 


of Nov. 7. 1865. advised Secretary 
Seward as follows: 


"From this treaty it cannot be sup- 


posed that New Granada invited the 
United States to become a party to the 
intestine troubles of that government, 
nor did the United States become 
bound to take sides in the domestic 
broils of New Granada. The United 
States did guarantee New Granada in 
tbe sovereignty and property over tbe 
territory. This was as against other 
and foreign governments/" • 


For 400 years. «ver since shortly aft- 


er the discovery of this hemisphere, 
the canal across the isthmus has been 
planned. For twoacore years It has 
been work'ed at. 
When made it is 


to last for the ages. It is to alter the 
geography of a continent and the trade 
routes of the world. We bave shown 
by. every treaty we bave negotiated or 
attempted to negotiate with the peo- 
ples in control of tbe isthmus and with 
foreign nations In reference thereto 
inr consistent good faith in observing 
our obligations, on tbe one band to tbe 
peoples of tbe isthmus and on the oth- 
er band to tbe civilized world, .whose 
commercial rights we are safeguarding 
and guaranteeing by our action. We 
have done our duty to others in letter 
and in spirit, and we have shown the 
utmost forbearance In exacting our 
own rights. 


Repudiation of Treaty by Colombia. 
Last spring under Jbe act above re- 


ferred to a treaty concluded between 
the representatives of tbe republic of 
Colombia and of oar government was 
ratified iy the senate. This treaty was 
entered into at tbe urgent solicitation 


been kept quiet only by the prospect 
of the conclusion of the treaty, which 
was fa-rthem a matter of vital concern. 
When it became evident that the treaty 
was hopelessly lost the people of Pan- 
ama* rose literally as one man. Not a 
shot was fired by a single man on the 
isthmus in the interest of the Colom- 
bian government. Not a life was lost 
in the accomplishment of the revolu- 
tion. The Colombian troops stationed 
on the isthmus, who had long been un- 
paid, made common cause with the 
people of Panama, and with astonish- 
ing unanimity the new republic/ was 
started. The duty of the United States 
in the premises was clear. In strict 
accordance with the principles laid 
down by Secretaries Cass and Seward 
in the official documents above quoted 
the United States gave notice that it 
would permit the landing of no expedi- 
tionary force, the arrival of which 
would mean chaos and destruction 
along the line of the railroad and of the 
proposed canal and an interruption of 
transit as an inevitable consequence. 
The de facto government of Panama 
was recognized in the following tele- 
gram to Mr. Ehrman: 
' 


"The people pf Panama have, by ap- 


parently unanimous movement, dis-. 
solved their political connection with 
the republic of Colombia and resumed 
their independence. When you are sat- 
isfied that a de facto government, re- 
publican in form and without substan- 
tial opposition from its own people, 
has been established in the state of 
Panama, yon will enter into relations 
with it as the responsible government 
of the territory and look to it for all 
due action to protect the persons and 
property of citizens of the United States 
and to keep open the isthmian transit 
in accordance with the obligations of 
existing treaties governing the relations 
of the United States to that territory." 


The government of Colombia was 


notified of our action by the following 
telegram to Mr. Beaupre: 


"The people of Panama having by 


an apparently unanimous movement 
dissolved their political connection with 
the republic of Colombia and resumed 
their independence and having adopted 
a government of their own, republican 
in form, with which the government of 
the United States of America has en- 
tered into relations, the president of 
the United States, in accordance with 
the ties of friendship which bave so 
long and so happily existed between 
the respective -nations, most earnestly 
commends to the governments of Co- 
lombia .and of Panama the peaceful 
and equitable settlement of all ques- 
tions at issue between them. He holds 
that he is bound not merely by treaty 
obligations, but by the interests of civi- 
lization, to see that the peaceful traffic 
of the world across the isthmus of 
Panama shall not longer be disturbed 
by a constant succession of unneces- 
sary and wasteful wars."

words, the g&vernmeut of Colom- 


bia, though wholly unable to maintain 
order on the isthmus, has nevertheless 
declined to ratify a treaty the conclu- 
sion of which opened the only chance 
to secure its own stability and to guar- 
antee permanent peace on and the con- 
struction of a canal across the isthmus. 


Under such circumstances the gov- 


ernment of the United States would 
have been guilty of folly and weakness 


one of them lasted for nearly three ! amounting iu their sum to a crime 
years before it was quelled; another 
for nearly a year. In short, the ex- 
perience of over half a century has 
shown Colombia to be utterly incapa- 
ble of keeping order on the isthmus. 
Only the active interference of the 
United States has enabled her to pre- 
serve,so much as a semblance of sover- 
eignty. Had it not been for the exer- 
cise by the United States of the police 
power in her interest her connection 
with the isthmus would bave been sun- 
dered long ago. In 1836, in 1860, in 
1873, in 1883, in 1901 and again in 1902 
sailors and marines from United States 
warships were forced to land in order 
to patrol the isthmus, to protect life 
and property and to see that the tran- 
sit across the isthmus was kept open. 
In 1861, in 1862, in 1885 and in 1900 
the1 Colombian government asked that 
the United States government would 
land troops to protect its interests and 
maintain order on the isthmus. 


Latest Proposition of Colombia. 
Perhaps the most extraordinary re- 


quest is that which has just been re- 
ceived and which runs as follows: 


"Knowing that revolution has al- 


ready commenced in Panama [an emi- 
nent Colombian] says that if the gov- 
ernment of the United States will land 
troops to preserve Colombian sover- 
eignty and the transit, if requested by 
Colombian charge d'affaires, this gov- 
ernment will declare martial law and 
by virtue of vested constitutional au- 
thority, when public order is disturbed, 
will approve by decree the ratification 
of the canal treaty as signed, or if the 
government of the United States pre- 
fers will call extra session of the con- 
gress—with new and friendly members 
—next May to approve the treaty. [An 
eminent Colombian] has the perfect 
confidence of vice president, he says, 
and if it became necessary will go to 
the isthmus or send representative 
there to adjust matters along above 
lines to the satisfaction ol the people 
there." 


This dispatch is noteworthy from two 


against the nation had it acted other- 
wise than it did when the revolution of 
Nov. 3 last took place in Panama. This 
great enterprise of building the inter- 
oceanic canal cannot be held up to grat- 
ify the whims, or out of respect to the 
governmental impotence or to the even 
more sinister and evil political pecul- 
iarities, of people who, though they 
dwell afar off, yet against the wish of 
the actual dwellers on the isthmus as- 
sert an unreal supremacy over the ter- 
ritory. The possession of a territory 
fraught with such peculiar capacities 
as the isthmus in question carries with 
it obligations to mankind. The course 
of events has shown that this canal 
cannot be built by private enterprise 
or by any other nation than our own; 
therefore it must be built by the Unit- 
ed States. 
Treaty With New Republic of Panama. 


Every effort has been made by the 


government of the United States to 
persuade Colombia to follow a course 
which was essentially not only to our 
interests and to the interests of the 
world, but to the interests of Colombia 
itself. These efforts have failed, and 
Colombia, by her persistence in repuls- 
ing the advances that have been made, 
has forced us, for the sake of our own 
honor and of the interest and well be- 
ing not merely of onr own people, but 
of the people of the isthmus of Panama 
and the people of the civilized coun- 
tries or the world, to take decisive 
steps to bring to an end a condition of 
affairs which had become intolerable. 
The new- republic of Panama imme- 
diately offered to negotiate a treaty 
with us. This treaty I herewith sub- 
mit. By it our interests are better safe- 
guarded than in the treaty with Co- 
lombia which was ratified by the sen- 
ate at its last session. It is better in 


i terms than the treaties offered to us 


by the republics of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica. At last the right to begin

Educator Says FnpjUa Shonld Lear* 


Humility and Frugality. 


Professor M. L. Perrin of Boston uni- 


versity 
discussed 
the teaching of 


morals in the public schools before the 
Massachusetts Teachers' association In 
Boston the other day. He maintained 
that the time had now arrived when 
the public schools must take up the 
matter.

sharp contrast with the positive- and 
contemptuous refusal of the congress 
which has just closed its sessions to 
consider favorably such a treaty. It 
shows that the government which made 
the treaty really bad absolute control 
over the situation, but did not choose 
to exercise this control. The dispatch 
further calls on us to restore order and 
secure Colombian supremacy in the 
isthmus from which the Colombian 
government has just by its action de- 
cided to bar us by preventing the con- 
struction of the canal. 
importance of Undisturbed Transit. 
The control, in the interest of the 


commerce and traffic of the whole civi- 
lized world, of the means of undisturb- 
ed transit across the isthmus of Pan- 
ama has become of transcendent im- 
portance to the United States. 
We 


have repeatedly exercised this control 
by intervening in the course of domes- 
tic dissension and by protecting the 
territory from foreign iiiv.T-ion. 
In

minister that we should not hesitate

Tbe above recital of facts establishes 


republic will enter upon the execution 
of a project colossal in its size and of 
well nigh incalculable possibilities for 
the good of this country and the na- 
tions of mankind. 


By the provisions of the treaty the 


United States guarantees and will 
maintain the independence of the re- 
public of Panama. There are granted 
to the United States in perpetuity the 
use, occupation and control of a strip 
ten miles vide and extending three 
nautical ml.es into tbe sea at either 
terminal, with all lands lying outside 
of the zone necessary for the construc- 
tion of the canal or for its auxiliary 
works and with the islands in the bay 
of Panama. 


The cities of Panama and Colon are 


not embraced in tho canal zone, but th<* 
United States assumes their sanitation 
and, in case of need, the maintenance 
of order therein. The United States en- 
joys within the granted limits all tbe 
rights, power and authority which it 
would possess were it the sovereign of 
the territory to the exclusion of the ex- 
ercise of sovereign rights by the re- 
public. All railway and canal property 
richts belonging to Panama and need- 
ed for the canal to pass to the United 
Stat«5, including any property of UK* 
respective companies in the cities of 
1'anama and Colon: tbe works, proper- 
ly and personnel of the canal and rail- 
ways arc exempted from taxation as 
well in Ibe cities of Panama and Colon 
as in the canal zone and its depend- 
encies. Free immigration of the per- 
sonnel and importation of supplies for 
Ibe construction and operation of the 
cana] arc granted. Provision is made 
for the nw of military force and the 
building of fortifications by the United 
Slates for jJie prot«-tk>n of the transit. 
In other detail*, rartiajlarly as to ibe 
acquisition of tbe internets of the New 
Panama Canal company and the Pana- 
ma railway liy ibe United Slates and 
the cnodc-iunation of private property

REBATE SYSTEM

Miss Tarbell's "History of tbe Stand- 
ard Oil Compauy" in McClure's for 
December: 


General Butler knew something of 


the oil business. Four years before he 
had been employed by the Pennsylva- 
nia Transportation company to take 
care of tbe legal side of their great un- 
dertaking—a seaboard pipe line—and 
he bad bad a convincing experience 
cf the Standard's power. He reviewed 
the history of the oil business, making 
a few minor mistakes in his historical 
facts, but never missing the big facts 
and leaving no doubt at all about his 
opinion of the Standard Oil company. 
He presented the committee with a 
pretty full collection of embarrassing 
testimony, calling particular attention 
to Mr. Cassatt's revelations in 1877, 
and demanded an investigation. He 
had no backing in the oil regions, how- 
ever, and his appeal was the last made 
to congress from the oil regions. 


The situation was saved at this crit- 


ical time by individuals scattered 
through the oil world who were > 
solved to test the validity of Mr. Rocke- 
feller's claim that the coal oil business 
belonged to him. "We have a right to 
do an independent business," they said, 
"and we propose to do it" They began 
this effort by an attack on the weak 
spot in Mr. Rockefeller's armor. 


The ten years just passed had 


taught them that the realization of 
Mr. Rockefeller's great purpose had 
been-made possible by his remarkable 
manipulation of the railroads. It was 
the rebate which had made the Stand- 
ard Oil trust, the rebate, amplified, 
systematized, glorified into a power" 
never equaled before or since by any 
business of the country. The rebate 
had made the trust, and the rebate, in 
spite of ten years of combination, pe- 
troleum associations, producers' un- 
ions, resolutions, suits in equity, suits 
in quo warranto, appeals to congress, 
legislative investigations—the rebate 
bill was Mr. Rockefeller's most ef- 
fective -weapon. If they could wrest 
it from his band they could do busi- 
ness. 
They had learned something 


else in this period—that the railroads 
feared exposure of discrimination and 
could be made to settle rather than 
have their practices made public. This 
much the hated compromise of 1880 
had demonstrated. Therefore, said 
these individuals, we propose to sue 
for rebates and collect charges until 
we make it so harassing and danger- 
ous for the railroads that they will 
Bhut down on Mr. Rockefeller. 


The case of Scofield, Sburmer and 


Teagle, which was before the public 
constantly during tbe six or seven 
years following the breaking up of the 
Producers' union, in which the oil re- 
gions presented no united front to Sir. 
Rockefeller, served to keep public atten- 
tion on the ruinous effect of tbe rebate 
and to strengthen the feeling that dras- 
tic legislation must be taken if Mr. 
Rockefeller's exploit was to be pre- 
vented in other industries. 


Another case caine out in this war of 


individuals on the rebate system, which 
heightened the popular indignation 
against the Standard. It was a case 
showing that the Standard Oil com- 
pany had not yet abandoned that 
unique feature of its railroad contracts 
toy which a portion of the money which 
•tber people paid for their freight was 
handed ov-er to them. This peculiar de- 
velopment of the rebate system seems 
to have belonged exclusively to Mr. 
Rockefeller. Indeed a careful search of 
all the tremendous mass of materials 
•which the various investigations of 
railroads lunc produced shows no other 
case, so far as the v. riter knows, of this 
practice. It was the clause of the South 
Improvement contracts which provoked 
the iireat' st outcry. It was the feature 
«f Mr, rassatt's revelations in 1S77 
which dumfoundcd the public and 
•which no one would believe until they 
«aw tbe actual agreements Mr. Cassatt 
presented. 


The oil regions as a whole did not 


hesitate to say that they believed this 
practice was still in operation, but nat- 
nrally proof was most difficult to se- 
cure. The demonstration came in 1S85 
through one of the roost aggressive and 
violent independent^ which the war in 
oil has produced. Mr. George Hice of 
Marietta. O. Mr. Kice. an oil producer, 
cad built a rffinery at Marietta in 
J875. He sold bis oil in tbe state, the 
west and south. Six years later b;«5 
business was pn-utioally stopped by a 
sodden rise in rales on the Ohio roads, 
an advance of fully 100 per cent being 
made on freights from Marietta, where 
there wore several independent refiner- 
ies, althoucb no similar advance was 
made from Wheeling and Cleveland, 
•where the SJandsrd refineries were lo- 
cated. These discriminations were folly 
sbown in an investigation by tbe Ohio 
state legislature in ISTfl. From that 
time on Mr. Rice ^9 tn constant diffi- 
culty about rates.

they refused It 
They describe this 


contract as the worst they ever saw, 
but they seem to have gone Mr. Brun- 
dred one better, for they immediately 
contracted with the road for a rate of 
10 cents on their own oil instead of tbe 
15 cents he was getting and a rate of 
35 cents on independent oil. And in 
addition they asked that the extra 23 
cents the independent paid be turned 
over to them. If this was not done 
the Standard would be under the pain- 
ful necessity of taking away its ship- 
ments and building pipe lines to Ma- 
rietta. 


The Cincinnati and Marietta railroad 


at that time was in tbe hands of a re- 
ceiver, described as a "fussy old gen- 
tleman proud of his position and fond 
of riding up and down the road in his 
private car." It is probably a good 
description. Certainly it is evident 
from what follows that the receiver 
was much "fussed up" ethically. Anx- 
ious to keep up the income of his road, 
he finally consented to the arrange- 
ment the Standard demanded. But he 
was worried lest his immoral arrange- 
ment be dragged into court and wrote 
to bis counsel asking if there was any 
•way of evading conviction in case of 
discovery. 


"Upon my taking possession of this 
road," the receiver wrote, "the question 
came up as to whether I would agree to 
carry the Standard company's oil to Mari- 
etta for 10 cents per barrel In lieu of their 
laying a pipe line and piping their oil. 
I, of coarse, assented to this, as the mat- 
ter had been fully talked over with the 
"Western and Lake Erie company before 
my taking possession of the road, and I 
wanted all the revenue that could be had 
in this trade. 
"Mr. O'Day, manager of the Standard 


Oil company, met the general freight 
agent of the W. and L. E. railroad and 
our Mr. Terry at Toledo about Feb. 12 
and made an agreement (verbal) to carry 
their oil at 10 cents per barrel, but Mr, 
O'Day compelled Mr. Terry to make a 
thirty-five cent rate on all other oil going 
to Marietta and that we should make the 
rebate 2S cents per barrel on all oil ship- 
ped by other parties and that the rebate 
should be paid over to them (the Standard 
Oil company), thus giving us 10 cents per 
barrel for all oil shipped to Marietta and 
the rebate of 25 cents per barrel going to 
the Standard Oil company, making that 
company, say, J25 per day, clear money 
on Mr. George Bice's oil alone. 
"In order to save the oil trade along our 


line, and especially to save the Standard 
Oil trade, which would amount to seven 
times as much as Mr. Rice's, Mr. Terry 
verbally agrred to the arrangement, 
which, upon his'report to me, I reluctantly 
acquiesced in, feeling that I could not af- 
ford to lose the shipment of 700 barrels per 
day from the Standard Oil company. But 
when Mr. Terry issued instructions that 
on and after Feb. 23 the rate of oil would 
be 35 cents per barrel to Marietta, Mr. 
George Bice, who has a refinery in Mari- 
etta, very naturally called on me yester- 
day and notified me that he would not 
submit to the advance, because the busi- 
ness would not justify it, arid that the 
move was made by the Standard Oil com- , 
pany to crush him out- [Too true.] Mr. j 
Bice said, 'I am willing to continue the 
seventeen and a half cent rate, which I 
have been pa j ing from December to this 
date-' 
".Now, the question naturally presents 


Itself to my mind: If Mr. George Rice 
should see fit to prosecute the case on 
the 
ground of unjust 
discrimination 


would Ihe receiver be held, as the man- 
ager of property, for viola.tion of the law? 
While 1 am determined to use all honor- 
able means to secure traffic for the com- 
pany I am not willing to do an illegal 
act (if this can be called illegal) and lay 
this company liable for damiges. Mr. 
Terry is able to explain all minor ques- 
tions relatHe to this matter." 


The counsel "fixed it" for the receiv- 


er in the following amazing decision: 


"You may. with propriety, allow the 


Standard o'll company to charge 25 cents 
per barrel for all oil transported through 
their pipes to your road, and I under- 
stand from Mr. Terry that it is practica- 
ble to so arrange the details that the 
company can. in effect, collect this direct 
without its passing through your bands. 
Tou may agree to carry all such oil of the 
Standard Oil company or of others deliv- 
ered to your road through their pipes at 
10 cents per barrel. You may also charge 
all other shippers 35 cents per barrel 
freight, even though they deliver oil to 
your road through their own pipes, and 
this. I gather from your letter and from 
Mr- Terry, would include Mr. Bice." 


Xow, how was this to be done "with 


propriety';" Simply enough. The Stand- 
ard Oil company was to be charged 10 
cents per barrel, less an amount equiv- 
alent to 25 cents per barrel upon all oil 
shipped by Rice. "Provided your ac- 
counts, bills, vouchers, etc., are consist- 
ent with the real arrangement actually 
made you will incur no personal re- 
sponsibility by carrying out such an ar- 
rangement as I suggest." 


Even in case the receiver was discov- 


ered nothing would happen to him, so 
decided tbe counsel. "It i« possible ( 
that by a proper application to the , 
court some person may prevent you in 
future from permitting any discrimina- 
tion. Even if Mr. Rice should compel 
jou subsequently to refund to him the 
excess charge over the Standard Oil 
company the result would not be a loss 
to your road, taking into consideration 
tbe receipts from the Standard Oil 
company." 


When Mr. Rice found that the rale of 


35 cents was really to be enforced be 
stored his oil at Macksburg and built a 
pipe line of bis own from bis wells to 
tbe Mnskegon river, whence be shipped 
it by barge to Marietta. Some time 
later, through tbe continued agitation 
of Mr. Rice, the case got into court, and 
tbe correspondence quoted from above 
was made public. Tbe judge before 
whom the case was tried held it to be 
snrb a sro«s .ind wnnl«T> (Iw-riTTjin" 
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It is certain that in 1877 it prevailed on 
the Central, Brie and Pennsylvania 
roads. It is certain that the policy con- 
tinued in 1883; how long afterward 
there is no evidence to show. In this 
case the Standard has explained the 
35 cents charge on all oil except their 
own made by the railroads as a through 
charge from the wells, covering both 
pipeage aud rail, and the 25 cents paid 
them as not a rebate, but a pipeage 
charge. 
It was such cases as these of Sco- 


field, Shurmer and Teagle and of 
George Rice, amply reported and com- 
mented on by the press, that kept Mr. 
Rockefeller's peculiar relations to the 
railroads before the public and helped 
emphasize the necessity for some fed- 
eral restrictions in interstate com- 
merce. Reiterated demands for relief 
had been coming to congress for many 
years now. East, west, north and 
south sought help from the injustice 
of the railroads. In March, 1885, the 
senate of the United States at last re- 
sponded to tbe people's appeal and ap- 
pointed a select committee of five, the 
Cullom committee, to investigate the 
subject of interstate commerce. There 
•was no question in anybody's mind 
that this investigation would result in 
some sort of federal regulation. What 
did Mr. Rockefeller do in this emergen- 
cy? Only what he could safely and 
easily do through the political depart- 
ment of the Standard Oil company. It 
•was not necessary for him to make a 
big fight on the interstate commerce 
bill. He could afford to see it pass un- 
dismayed. He was ready for it. 


By one of those audacious and splen- 


did strokes which characterize his ca- 
reer he had practically freed himself 
from tbe railroads which had made 
him, and by the time the interstate 
commerce bill was passed and tbe rail- 
roads ordered to desist discrimination 
Mr. Bockefeller was using another 
kind of oil transportation. 
The legis- 


lation which the oil regions of Penn- 
sylvania had demanded for fifteen 
years in hope of securing an equal 
chance in transportation had come too 
late. The pipe had replaced the rail as 
the great oil carrier, and the pipes 
were not merely under Mr. Rockefel- 
ler's control, as the rails had been— 
they belonged to him.
